Pretty much all over the country during 
the past half year have been strikes and 
walkouts and other labor disputes and 
troubles, due to the eeonomie conditions 
brought about partly because of war but 
more so because of the rapacious greed of 
trusts and manufacturers who have formed 
combines and raised the prices of every 
commodity beyond the ability ef the peo- 
ple to pay. 

This condition of affairs has been 
brought home closer to us just now because 
of the strike of the conductors and motor- 
men of the United Railroads Company of 
San Francisco, the shipbuilders and iron 
and steel workers and allied crafts pretty 
much all around San Francisco Bay. 

The platform men of the street railway 
company asked for an increase of wage 
which would have brought their average 
up to $3.50 a day, and were refused by as 
rapacious a gang of political pirates as ever 
disgraced California with the methods of 
bribery that expelled its famous, and in- 
famous, head, old Pat Calhoun, into exile 
to escape the penitentiary. The rescally 
outfit that stands convicted of methods that 
would shame a Malay ship scuttlér could 
not afford to pay its men a beggerly $3.50 
a day of ten hours, but jt could afford to 
bunco the public on that well-known Salino 
City land steal, and it could afford to im- 
port hundreds of scab gunmen and the riff- 
raff and scum of Los Angeles, Chicago and 
other places at enormous expense—an ex- 
pense which covers the wage increase ask- 
ed by its men ten times over. 

The milk in that whole cocoanut is that 
that company stood. in with a certain ele- 
ment of the San Francisco Chamber of 
Commerce and similar allied bodies exist- 

ing all over the United States whose main 
object is to break down and disrupt organ- 
That is the secret which is at 
the bottom of the whole business, and all 
this other talk is but the gas bombs eminat- 
ing from disordered imaginations. Also 
sophistry and hot air, sprinkled profusely 
with black lies. : 

The shipbuilders we cannot thus accuse, 
for lack of evidence, but a just people must 
conclude that from the immense profits 
made now from shipbuilding they can well 
afford to pay high wages. The president 
of a shipbuilding corporation of San Fran- 
cisco told this writer recentlly that from ° 
contracts he was lining up he expected his_ 
company to clear fully five hundred per 
cent profit. If that be true, or even the 
half of it, then such industries can well 
afford to pay all that their workmen and 
skillcd mechanics are now asking, and then 
double it.
